Spain Hopes to Win the Sympathy and Aid of 
European Powers After Santiago Falls.

MADRID, via Hendaye, France, July 13.—The Spaniards fancy they can out- 
wit America and win over European sympathes, if not their more practical sup- 
port, by a bold stroke under the cloak of peace overtures, 

Their plan is, directly after defeat or victory on land at Santiago to ask the 
United States for a suspension of hostilities, with a view to ascertain if really the 
United States undertook the war to secure the independence of Cuba, which Spain 
would at last grant, subject to certain conditions, like the recognition of the Cuban 
debt by the future Cuban Republic, or a plebiscite to discover if the majority of the 
Cubans want home rule under the Spanish tag or absolute independence. 

Spain would appeal to Europe and continue the war to the bitter end if Amer- 
lica contemplated wrestling from her Porto Rico, a big war indemnity or conditions 
in her Philippine archipelago implying home rule, liberty of conscience and the sur- 
‘render of her commercial and political preponderance. 

I am able to state on the highest authority that the above plan meets with the 
entire approval of the Vatican, Austria and Germany, because it affords the desired 
pretext for the European powers to intervene in the defense of the monarchy of

MANILA, July 9, via Hong Kong, July 13.—The insurgents on Wednesday, 
July 6, reported that the German ship Irene, in Subig Bay, refused to permit them 
to attack the Spaniards on Grande Island) Rear Admiral Dewey promptly dis- 
patched the Raleigh and Concord to investigate the matter. On entering Subig 
Lay the Raleigh opened fire on the forts, whereupon the Irene slipped her cable 
and steamed out by the other channel. 
The result of the fire of the American warship was that 
bering over 500 men, surrendered everything. 
On returning to Manila the Irene explained that she interfered “in the cause 
of humanity,” and offered to hand over to the Americans the refugees she had on

VAN BUREN, Ark., July 12..—When Mar- 
shal Joe Morris yesterday shot and killed 
William Achison, his bullet was fatal to 
three persons, two of whom it did not hit. 
Achison was shot on the street and 
pitched forward on his face, instantly 
killed, 

John Sellers, @ spectator, saw him fall. 
Sellers was almost within line of Morris’ 
fire. Hle Was a man of weak heart. 
“God't” he said, “the man is killed.” 

An instant later he pitched forward in 
the gutter on his face. 

In the excitement following the shooting 
of Achison he was not noticed for a time, 
and when the crowd came out from the 
shelter sought during Morris’ firing and 
picked him up he was unconscious and 
gasping. 

Two minutes later he was dead. 

The two bodies were carried up the street 
to the Coroner’s office and a jury of in- 
quest was hastily summoned, 

Somehow the. news reached the grand- 
mother of the man shot by the Marshal, 
who lived some distance from the scene 
of the killing 

She was sitting in a chair knitting when 
it came. 

“God have mercy.” she, too, sald. 

She gazed vacantly at the bearer of the 
fll-tidings for a moment, 

Then she fell from her chalr. 

When she was raised by the affrighted 
members of the household her knitting 
was done. 

The skein of life was fin!shed. 
Allison was a favorite of his aged grand- 
mother and Sellers was also known to her, 

In horror of the two deaths caused by 
Marshal Morris’ one shot she, too, suc- 
cumpbed. 

Morris and Achison had been at outs for 
some time. 

The community had expected for some 
time that the trouble between the men 
would come to a fatal ending: 

But the loss of three lives by one pistol 
bullet was more than could be foreseen. 
The Coroner held inquests on the three 
bodies to-day, but the verdicts in two 
of them were formal—‘‘heart disease."’ 

It did not say: 

‘All three killed by one bullet.’’

SAMPSON’S REPORT OF THE VICTORY. 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—In his report of the destruction of Cervera’s fleet, 
Admiral Sampson says: 

“This is a red-letter day for the American navy, as dating the entire destruction 
of Admiral Cervera’s formidable fleet, the Infanta Maria Teresa. Vizcaya, Oquendo, 
Cristobal Colon and the deep-sea torpedo buats, Furor and Pluton. The flagship 
had started from her station abont 9 o'clock to go to Siboney, where the Admiral 
had proposed going for a consultation with Gen. Shafter. When about one mile 
from the bay, the Spanish fleet was observed coming out and making westward, 
when the flagship at once put about to rejoin. The exit was ‘remarkably sudden, 
and the pace sustained by the enemy wes such that the flagship was more a spec- 
tator than an actual participant, havirg an opportunity for firing only one shot, 
Though at no time close enough to fire 
on the larger ships, there was a fine view of the successive steps of the victory, 
and finally of forming one in the long and successful chase of the Colon. 

“It is, of course, much to be regretted that we were not able to save anything 
out of the general wreck. All but the Cristobal Colon were total wrecks early in 
the action, being fired by shells after the long chase of about 60 miles, in which, 
until 1 p. m., the Oregon, Brooklyn, Texas, Vixen and New York took part, in the 
order named, when the Brooklyn drew somewhat ahead, and finally brought the 
Colon to bay, when she was run ashore and surrendered. When boarded her bow 
was in eight feet of water and her stern in 70 feet. There was then a considerable 
quantity of water in the engine room Officers and men_were sent from the Oregon 
to take charge of her, but she gradually sank, chiefly from all her sea cocks hav- 
ing been opened, which our people were not able to get at. It is probable that 
we may be able to raise her. At least, it is to be hoped.”

Officer McGovern took Marshall to the 
Four Courts and locked him up. It was 
there that Marshall related the entire story | 
above to three Witnesses Tuesday after- 
noon, Later he made affidavit of all the 
facts as stated above, which affidavit is 
now on file in the Post-Dispatch office and 
will be turned over to the Civic Federation 
for use in prosecuting Churchill. 


The entire story told by Marshall was 
laid before Chief of Police Campbell Tues- 
day afternoon, and he took down the 
names and said he would investigate. 

A diligent effort was made to round up 
all four men who went with Churchill in 
the vicinity of the Tenth street yard late 
Tuesday, and they were hard to find. 

The arrest of Marshall and the complicity 
of the other boys were known and a raid 
by detectives Was momentarily expected. 
pearance of strangers in the aileys 
was announced by warning signals and in- 
stantly evéry colored youth sought his hid- 
ing-hole and stayed there until the danger 
was past. 

When those in search of information .en- 
tered one of the gang-Ways leading to the 
yard, he was met by @ very nervous-looking 
yellow negro, who tried to hurry by. He 
was stopped. 

Inquiry was made for Dunn, Martin, Rod- 
ere and others. The yellow negro said he 
new all of them and said he would find 
them. He ecurried out and never returned, 
Over in the alley, leading from Tenth to 
Eleventh, between Walnut and Clark ave- 
nue, a group of negro women and men were 
seated. 

They were asked about Dunn, Martin and 
Rodgers. They knew them. 

“Rodgers,”’ said one girl, “‘he’s the man 
that has been goers | all these children 
around here into trouble in this voting.” 
Further than this significant remark she 
would not speak. 

This remark shows how general was the 
knowledge of the repeating among even the 
negro women of the vicinity. 

All the negroes mixed up in the affair 
with the exception of hedgers are under 
age. Marshall and Dunn are 18 and Mar- 
tin is slightly older.

Dunn was finally found, and he made an 
affidavit corroborating throughout the story 
contained in the statement and affidavit 
made by Marshall He was resent 
through the entire proceeding Tuesday af- 
ternoon and saw Rodgers vote and Marshall 
attempt to vote. 

Morris was standing at Tenth and Walnut 
Streets when Rodgers returned from Thir- 
teenth and Market streets. He told Morris 
that Marshall was arrested for fraudulent 
voting, and Morris asked him if he was go- 
ing to try to get Marshall out. 

“Yes, I'm going to try to get him out. 
That bov'’s acted foolish. I voted and didn’t 
have any trouble, and he goes in there and 
acts like a monkey and gets caught.” 

Morris readily consented to make an affi- 
davit of this conversation, and the Post- 
Dispatch now holds the affidavit for use in 
corroborating the statements of Marshall 
when the case is brought to trial.

shall, colored, 18 years old, living at 121 South Tenth street, in the City of St. 
-outs, and made the following free and voluntary statement: 
“My name is Stephen Marshall. I used to sefl papers a good deal and worked 
for Mike Churchill 2 years ago, selling St. Louis Star-Sayings Churchill is a 
ey | set man of medium height, red complexion and red mustache. He works on 
the Star now, controlling the newsboys. He sells che papers to the newsboys. 
quit working for Churchill in 1892. About 1 o'clock this afternoon I was in the 
Tenth street yard, in the rear of 109 South Tenth street, across from Butler’s black- 
smith shop. I was with George Bailey, colored, 21 vears old, who lives at 109 South 
Tenth street; Freddie Hudson, colored. of 106 South Eleventh street, and Alfred 
McGaffney, who lives somewhere on Center street. We were talking about ball 
games, when Charles Dunn, J8 years old. living at 201 South Eleventh street, came 
into the yard with Henry, alias Curly Martin of 109 South Tenth street. Dunn 
said to us: ‘Come on, boys, I'll get you all the beer you want.’ McGaffney and I 
went with him to the corner of Tenth and Walnut streets, and then we walked west 
to Eleventh street. Mike Churchill came west in a buggy on Walnut street and 
overtook us just as we got to Eleventh. McGaffney, Dunn and I met Bob Rodg- 
ers at Tenth and Walnut streets, and he walked with us up to Eleventh street. 
There were four of us in the party at this time. When Churchill reached us he said: 
‘Stay together, boys, and go as far as Thirteenth and Market streets.’ He drove on 
ahead. We followed his buggy, and we stopped at the southwest corner of Thir- 
teenth and Market streets. We waited about 15 minutes for Churchill. who was in 
a polling place at 1305 Market street, I think. When he came out of the polling 
place he came over to us, and, taking us all up in a circle against a big billboard 
at that corner, met meee a lot of slips of Paper out of his pocket. He gave me 
one of the slips and he gave one to each of the other boys with me. He gave me

We did so, going west on Market street. from Thirteenth to Cen- 
ter, south on Center to Clark, east on Clark to Thirteenth, north on Thirteenth to 
19 South Thirteenth street, where the polling place of Precinct 10 of the Fifth Ward 
was located. Rodgers and went inside Rodgers __ told 
the judges that his mame was Elijah 1304 Chestnut 
Street, and, after looking at their books, the judge told him he was at the 
wrong polling place.. I stood back, making no effort to vote. We went out of the 
polling place and proceeded to the northwest corner of Thirteenth and Market 
streets, where Churchill was waiting for us Rodgers told Churchill that we 
couldn't vote, and Churchill said: ‘I rever told you to go to that polling place. I 
told you to go to the polling place on Market street,’ meaning Precinct 13 of the 
Fifth Ward, at 1305 Market. The other two men who were with us dropped back 
and I lost sight of them. Rodgers and I went inte the polling place at 1305 Mar- 
ket street. He gave the name of Elijah Clark, 1304 Chestnut street again, an- 
swered all questions satisfactorily and was given a ticket. which he took into a 
booth. He came out shortly, gave it to the judges -nd it was placed in the ballot 
box. When Churchill gave us the slips be was ~erv careful to sav to each one 
of us: ‘Now, be sure and scratch out “no.”’ When Rodgers left the polling place 
after voting. I gave my name to the judges as Richard Simpson, the name on the 
slip which Churchill gave me, the residence as 1315 Chestnut. 
__ “The judges asked me several questions, all of which I answered to their sat- 
isfaction, and they gave me a ticket tu vote. I took the ticket into a booth and 
scratched out the word ‘no,’ as Churchill told me to do. When I came back with 
the ticket one of the judges asked me my age. I replied, ‘22 years.’ He said the 
man Simpson, whose name I was voting, was much older than that, and refused to 
take my ballot. He called a policeman who was in the room and said: ‘Officer, do 
your duty: this man tried to cast a fraudulent vote.” They took me in the rear, 
and I confessed to the officer my right name and the circumstances leading up to 
my attempt to vote illegally. He took me to the Four Courts. 
“T forgot to say that when Churchill gave u’ the slips he said: ‘Boys, yote 
these and I'll make it all right with you.’ 
“McGaffney left us at Thirteenth and Market. He got no slip. Those receiving 
slips were Henry Martin, Charles Dunn, Bob Rodgers and myself.

At 1:30 p. m., or thereabouts, Jul; 12, 1898, I was in the Tenth 
street yard, located between Tenth and Eleventh streets and Walnut street and 
Clark avenue, with Steve Marshall, Henry Martin, all colored, and I said to Mar- 
shall and Martin: ‘Come and let us get some beer.’ They followed me out of the 
vard. At the corner of Tenth and Walnut streets we met Bob Rodgers, colored, 
an employe of the Street Department, and Mike Churchill and Chris Schawacker. 
Churchill was in a buggy. Rodgers said: ‘Come on, boys, let’s go and vote.’ We 
all walked up to Eleventh and Walnut streets and Churchill called out to us to stop 
there. When we stopped Churchill said: ‘Go on to Thirteenth street; I will meet 
you there.’ 

“When we got to Thirteenth and Market streets Churchill went to the polling 

place near the corner, remained about five minvtes, and when he came back he 
had a handful of slips of paper on which were printed names and addresses. The 
slips looked like they had been cut from lists outside polling places. Churchill 
gave one of these slips to each one of us—Steve Marshall, Bears Martin, Bob 
Rodgers and myself. The name on my slip was George Perkins, 1315 Chestnut 
street. 
“Churchill said: ‘Go on and vote, but don’t go in and vote at the same time. 
Go in different directions.’ He said to Martin an? myself: ‘You two walk around 
the block.’ Rodgers and Marshall started west on Market street. Martin and | 
went to Thirteenth and Chestnut streets. We stood there about two minutes and 
then returned to Thirteenth and Market streets. On the way back we threw the 
slips that Churchill had given us away. . 

“When we came “A in front of the polling place at 1305 Market street we 
saw Marshall in the polling place in the hands of a policeman. I could see that 
Marshall was holding the slip of paper in his hand and trying to seeethe number 
and name on it while the oes and the election judges were asking him ques- 
tions. 
“Rodgers asked Schawacker, who had also come up to Thirteenth and Market 
streets in a buggy, if he was going to get Marshail out. Schawacker said he would 
see about it. This conversation took place directly opposite the polling place on 
the other side of the street. Schawacker was’ sitting in his buggy, which was 
pulled up against the curbstone, and Rodgers and I were standing right by the 
side of the buggy. While we were standing there a colored fellow came up and 
asked Rodgers it his name was Rodgers. Rodgers said ‘no.’ Just as we wete 
leaving the place Mike Churchill said: ‘You fellows must have rabbit in your foot; 
you are all scared.’ Martin and I then returned to Tenth street.

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Better Than Pies. 


Don't bake yourself these hot days get- 
ting up desserts. but serve generous 
sauces of fresh fruit instead of pies and 
puddings. Pies are a habit, rather than 
a necessity. Any plain cake—soft ginger- 
bread, sour cream cake. “one-two-three 
cake’’—goes well with fruit, and may be 
made with little beating of eggs or cream- 
Ing of butter and sugar. A healthy house, 
keeper is a greater essential to the well- 
being of the family than pie.

Warren L. Stagg plunged headiong to 
@eath through an elevator shaft in the 
building occupied by the Edward Westens 
Tea and Spice Co. at Tenth street and Clark 
avenue, at 10:15 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. lie died three-quarters of an hour 
later in the City Hospitel. 

When he was picked up in the basement 
of the building he was unconscious. At 
the City Dispensary Drs. Helwig and Kear- 
ney found there was a fracture of the skull, 
n fracture of the left leg, concussion of the 
brain, numerous contusions and dangerous 
internal Injuries. It was apparent that the 
unconscious man was fatally injured. He 
was hurriediy driven to the ity Hospital. 
Mr. Stagg was superintendent of the West- 
ons Tea establishenent. He was 40 years old, 
and with his wife and three children lived 
at 493 Page boulevard. 

Wednesday morning Mr. Stage and Ed- 
ward Westens, president of the company, 
were on the fourth floor. They were ex- 
amininge soene of the coffee bins. The large 
elevator in the rear is used almost exclusive- 
ly for freight, and there Is no regular con- 
ductor in chargo of it. 

The car was on the fifth floor and Mr. 
Stage wanted to bring it to the third floor. 
Mr. Westens was standing a few feet be- 
hind him when the superintendent leaned 
over the shaft to catch a rope that would 
bring the car down. The opening was pro- 
tected by a “safety gate,”’ a flimsy wooden 
affair of no strength. The rope was caught 
somehow and Mr. Stage leaned heavily on 
the gate. It snapped and the man fell 
headlong. Mr. Westens was within 10 feet 
of him and saw at a giance what was 
Sound to happen. He was that horror- 
stricken he could not move, but even had 
he been so able he could not have pre- 
vented the accident. 

Siage had relaxed his hold on the rope 
as the gate gave way. He gave one horri- 
fied acream and then reached wiidly for 
something to check his fall. His hands 
came in contact with nothing and he shot 
down the shaft with frightful velocity. 

Mr. Weetens could see Stagg as he de- 
scended. His body turned several times in 
the air in its swift descent and the head 
struck several projections. These blows did 
not lessen the speed of the fall and when 
the body etruck the granitoid floor in the 
basement, © feet from the starting point, 
Mr. Wertens plainly heard the impact.

He 
ig among the numoer that bel.eves the Jap- 
anese, Chinese and Indian conception of art 
to ®e much higher thaa thar of tae modera 
nations. “The preseut hope of tae French 
schooi,”’ he says, “is in talling ovack upon 
these principies of orientai art.” 

Mr. Bisnop’s especial interest is in jade, 
and his collection, with the exception of tna, 
owned by Mr. Waiters, is uadoubiealy tne 
first in America. In order to bring his col- 
leciion to its present state of complecencss, 
Mr. Bishop has spent much time and enor- 
mous sums of mo.wey. Unlike Mr. Walters, 
who began collecting before jade was fuily 
appreciated by modern naiions, and who in 
consequence eecured many bargains, Mr. 
Bishop has gathered his spec.mens Guring 
its high tide of popularity. For one piece 
alone he has paid $100,000. On that occasion 
a friend said to him: “It takes gr.t to give 
60 much for so littie.”’ 

While searching in China for jade, Mr. 
Bishop found that the Chinese revere it to 
such an extent that they make Government 
property of a part of the country in which 
a good piece is found, Naturally they do not 
allow it to be brought away without re- 
ceiv.ng a suitable recompense, Mr. Bishop 
excuses this great extravagance in jade by 
assuming that it hag been a very wise and 
safe investment. He has succeeded in get- 
ting together a collection of typice! pleces 
that possess not only exquiste beauty, but 
an immense educational value.

He received a Mauser bullet 
in his right thigh, but it was only a flesh 
wound and he is able to walk with a slight 
limp. 

Not since the Third Cavalry left the Bar- 
racks and the wives and children of the of- 
ficers settled down to a dreary life of 
suspense, have they been as happy as they 
were W ednesday morning, after the arrival! 
of Gen. Young and Capt. Hunter. The la- 
dies were all smiling, as they sat on the 
wide. verandahs, swapped letters from dear 
ones at the front, and repeated over and 
over again the news brought by the home- 
comers. 

Gen. Young-was in a state of almost total 
collapse when he arrived, owing to the lack 
of proper food on the trip. He lay down 
and denied himself to callers. He generous- 
ly allowed a Post-Dispatch reporter to see 
him for a few moments. The General 
commanded a brigade before the Santiago 
fighting, but he is now a Major-General, 
having been promoted for gallant and mer- 
itorious conduct. 

He hadn't time to give any account of the 
fighting, and said not a word about himself 
or his promotion. 

“I really am not fit to talk,’’ he said. “T 
am almost collapsed. It is the fever. I saw 
only one day’s fighting, and didn’t really 
know there had been a second battle until 
it was over. The fever took me and I was 
delirious while the boys were making that 
Ballant fight on the second day. 

“Go see Capt. Hunter. He can tell you 
all about it. am glad to be here and ex- 
pect soon to be all right.” 

Capt. Hunter kindly consented to give a 
few minutes to the reporter. He limped out 
to the verandah, wearing the blouse which 
Saw service at Santiago.

The Americans in the'Philippines, So Far, Are 
Conducting Their Campaign Independently. 


MANILA, July 7, via Hong Kong, July 
13.—The insurgents yesterday made vigor- 
ous attacks on the Spaniards, from all 
sides, with little result. They shelled the 
Spanish block houses and trenches north of 
Manila and captured the Spanish guns at 


Santa Mesa. 

The Americans and the insurgents are 
own operations and hoping to evolve an 
agreement afterwards. 

The extent and duration of Gen. Aguin- 
aldo’s influence is uncertain. But it is cer- 
tain that the Mohammedans of the South 
Archipelago ignore him and the Insurgents 
of the isiand of Luzon and other regions 
are content to use Aguinaldo until the 
Spaniards are expelled, when there will be 
a state of chaos unless a strong force of 
Americans assumes control of the Is!ands. 

The secret Katipunan Society, which was 
chiefly instruementa] in organizing the cam- 
paign, Is not fitted, it Is said, to assist in 
administering the government of the Phil- 
ages, 

he Americans are postponing operations 
until they are fully prepared for any con- 
tingency. The natives are proving in- 
tractible. About thirty thousand Ameri- 
cans are expected here shortly, which 
would enable them to effectively contro) 
the whole of the Philippine Islands. 

In the meantime there are differences be- | 
tween the insurgent chiefs and Aguinaldo. 
The latter is reported to be aware at he

cannot capture Manila without the Amer- 
icans, but a majority of his followers are 
confident that he can. In any case, they 
consider that he should attain a position 
which would .enadle him to make the best 
terms possible with the Americans. Ac- 
cordingiy the insurgents have abandoned 
their attitude of inaction and have ar- 
ranged for further revolts on the part of 
the hitherto loys natives. 

The Americans are drilling persistently 
and promise to make splendid fighters 
when the time arrives for them to take 
the fleld against the Spaniards. The san- 
itation of Cavite ts dangerously neglected, 

It is reported that Atachio and four other 
Northern Philippine leaders who supported 
Aguinaldo during the last insurrection, un- 
til they quarreled, it Is alleged, over shar- 
ing the plunder, when the Spaniards are 
said to have bribed them to leave the coun- 
have now returned from Hong Kong, 
desiring to rejoin Aguinaldo, but have been 
imprisoned and charged with treachery. It 


‘is believed they will be shot. If this turns 


out to be the case, [t is liable to allenate 
the insurgents of the Northern Islands, 
who are the best fighters. 

When the Raleigh and the Concord visited 
Subig they found the insurgents in posses- 
sion. It appears that a month ago the wild 
mountaineers, with bows and spears, de- 
ecended upon the place in thousands. The 
native garrison seceded, the Spanish aban- 
doned the arsenal without a struggle and 
sought refuge on Grande Island, which 
quickly surrendered to the Americans.

Here the 85 negroes were huddled together. 
One of their number is the cook. The pro- 
visions are sent out by the te Steed under 
some arrangement not explained. 

The men sleep on the floor plus anything 
soft they can get hold of. They eat off of 
a great table in the yard. The shack can- 
not be seen from the highway It ts al- 
moet out of sight from the private road, 
crossing the company’s acres. It is on a 
sight elevation. Put surrounded by trees 
and weeds It is reached by a winding 
path, down from the private road and up 
the other side.

The Chief compiled and the 
Itul_an, in the most rat:onal manner, re- 
laied the circumstances which had led to 
his desperate attempt on his own life. 

“Two years ago,” "he said, “I secured 
employment in a shoe factory in New 
York.

rived Home Too Late. 
LAST BLESSING OF A 
MOTHER DENIED HIM. 


|\HE WAS WITH THE FIRST REGI- 


MENT AT CHICKAMAUGA AND 
WAS GRANTED LEAVE. 


MILITARY RED TAPE HAD 
DELAYED HIS START. 


When His Company Marched Away, 
His Mother Was Earnest in Send- 
ing Him to Fight for Her 
Adopted Country. 


Too late to receive even farewell recog- 
nition from his dying mother, Private Will 
Goodwyn of Company L, First Missouri 
Volunteers, arrived home Tuesday even.ng 
from the camp at Chickamauga. 

Though she did not pass away until near- 
ly midnight, Mrs. Goodwyn did not rally 
from unconsciousness, into which she sank 
Tuesday afternoon. 

When the First Regiment march<«d away 


one of the most earnestly patriotic mothers" 


left behind was Mrs. Goodwyn. Private 
Goodwyn was her cldest born, but she bade 
him fight for the cuuntry of his par nis’ 
adopt.on and would not have it otherwise 
than that her son should follow his mar- 
tial wishes. 

Mrs. Goodwyn was then apparently well, 
but three weeks ago she was taken iil. 
‘rom the first there was every hope, 
though the attendirg physicians, Drs. 
Mack and Moore, gave warning that cer- 
lain remote complications were possible 
which would make the case a grave one. 
They fought against them apparently suc- 
cessfully for nearly three weeks, and the 
boy in the ranks at Chickamauga was 
cheered by letters from home telling of his 
mother’s improvement. 

But la Saturday a change came, and 
while a fatal end was not expected, it 
was thought best to secure a leave of ab- 
sence for Private Goodwyn, that he might 
at ieast cheer hjs sick mother, even though 
She were not in immediate danger. Influ- 
ences were set at work and telegrams 
freely sent to secure that which few vou- 
unteers have been granted. 

In the absence of any response for four 
long days the distressed tather feared fail- 
ure for his request. But almost simul- 
taneously with the arrival of the soldier 
boy came telegrams showing that military 
red tape, rather than anything else, had 
cattsed the delay. 

Reaching Union Station about 7 o’clock in 


the evening Privat+ Goodwyn hurried to his 


home, and there found the mother who had 
bidden him Godspeed to the war lying un- 
conscious. Nor did she speak again befo:e 
her death. 

Karly in the morning Mrs. Goodwyn had 
expressed herself as feeling much better, 
even int.matirg an intention to sit up by 
Sunday. But during the afternoon the cc m- 
ications long feared manifested their act- 
ive presence. Mrs. Goodwyn became del r- 
ious, and then unconscious, death coming 
a little before midnight. 

Even in her delirium her thoughts cen- 
tered on her eldest boy, but not once dd 
she urge the breaking of his patriotic ties. 
She rather gloried, even as her mind woe2n- 
dered, that her son wore the blue and be- 
sought him to figpt bravely for his coun- 
try. At her bedside were her husband and 
their two younger children, Harry and 
Kkedith, all heart-broken at. the thought of 
the coming end, and the fear that the ab- 
sent boy might not reach home to see his 
mother alive Though he did come, itt wes 
teo late to receive his mother’s last words. 

Mrs. Goodwyn was the wife of Fred Good- 
wyn, advert's'ng manager at Nucent's. 
Both Mr. and Mrs Goocwyn are of English 
birth... Mrs. Goodwyn beirg the daughter of 
a prominent contractor tn Hanley, Stafford 
County. England. She was tn her 43d year. 
With Mr. Goodwyn she came to America 
not long after their marriage. They have 
lived in St. Louis nearly five years. Mrs. 
Goodwyn was a lady of rare accomplish- 
ments and social characterist'cs. Her home 
her first thoucht at all t'mes, and ‘'n 
her love for her children she was not only 
the* mother, but the companion, a rare and 
havpy combination. 

Private Goodwyn entered the First Reel- 
ment through the assimilation of the Na- 
val Reserves and was atteched to Company 
4. urder Cant. Lynn. His brother Harry 
was also In the Reserves, but was reject°d 
as too young when the transfer was mad-. 

The arrangements for the funer@l of Mrs. 
Goodwyn have not been completed, but it 
will probhablv be beld from the family resi- 
dence, 3917 Weet Belle.

Duckwali got 
on the roof of the car to repair the damage 
and after re-attaching the rope called “‘aj} 
right’ to the motorman. The car started 
suddenly and Duckweall, struck by a street 
pole’s projecUung arm, Was knocked uncon- 
scious to the roof whence he rolled to the 
street below before the car could De stopped,
